Featured in the Outdoor Sculpture Court are arrangements of herbs in pots 



and plantings. Small sculptures from the tfuseum collection, suitable for private 
gardais, are also to be fomd in the Court, FIGHTING GOATS by William Hunt Diederich 
and DIANA by Saint'-Gaudens are tv/o objects in the exhibition along with works by 
V/iUiam McVey, Cleveland sculptor.
